ill the House o£ Commons: the old As- 
ouith Ministry was forced out and a 
Coalition Cabinet was formed. Of this 
he was made the head, but most of 
the chief posts were given 
to 
the 


Unionists. 


After the Armistice Lloyd George, 


egged on by the Unionists, forced an- 
other election, taking advantage of 
the joy over the victory to 
buy a 


lease of power for 
another 
seven 


years, which is the term of a Parlia- 
ment unless the Ministry 
is 
over- 


thrown in the meantime. The result 
at the polls seemed to be a great vic- 
tory for the Premier. But it had its 
very decided drawback: for of the 
Coalition members who were elected 
334 were Unionists and only 133 were 
Lloyd George Liberals. He wu» uiut, 
placed at the mercy of the Unionists 
and has been so e\er since. 


Process of "Muddling Thru." 


The marriage thus perpetuated has 


not been a happy one. British Union- 
ism and British Liberalism can mix as 
easily as American Conservatism and 
Am'erican Progrossiveism. So for two 
years the British (7overnment has 
been functioning under a system of 
compromises 
between 
antagonistic 


view points—a process of "muddling 
thru" as the English call it. 


On great international questions 


Lord Curzon. the Foreign 
Minister, 


has been working for extended imper-. 
ialism and Lloyd George for internal-' 
ionallsm. In India, Lloyd George has 
had his Liberal Viceroy, while the im- 
perial elements have been 
working 


against him and helping along the dis- 
order. At home the Premier has been 
constantly playing in with the moder- 
ate labor element while his Unionist 
colleagues have been championing the 
financial and business interests. On 
Ireland there has been the same di- 
vergence. 
The consequence has been 


a fatal weakening of the whole foreign 
and home policy of the 
government, 


for nothing has been done on principle 
and everything on compromise. And 
the relations between the two wings 
of the Coaljtion have constantly grown 
more irritable. 


Long ago this system would have 


been ended by the Unionists, except 
for one factor. They were afraid that 
if an election was forced by the over- 
throw of Lloyd George they would be 
defeated. As I have told my readers 
before, the bye-elections (or special- 
elections) to the House have 
been 


running steadily against the Govern- 
ment for the last eighteen 
months. 


The Coalition has been polling in the 
neighborhood of 41 per cent of 
the 


votes, the Laborites about 46 per cent, 
and the radical Independent Liberals 
(the 
Asquith party) the balance. If 


the Laborites and Independent Liber- 
als could get together—and under the 
stress of a national, test they might— 
they probably would win, and a La- 
bor-Liberal Government would be the 
result. 


Chose the "Lesser Evil" 


So they have put up with 
Lloyd 


George as the "lesser evil," tho they 
have felt he WAS undermining 
the 


whole structure of business with his 
policy of giving huge doles to the un- 
employed, of granting compromises to 
labor unions and of trading in the in- 
ternational field. 
i 


The Premier has been fully aware | 


that his Unionist supporters bore no 
great love for him; and for the last 
two years his efforts have been cen- 
tered on a project for building up a 
"middle-of-the road" party, which on 
the one hand should curb the radical 
Laborites and on the other 
should 


check the extreme imperialists 
and 


capitalists. This party he expected to 
recruit from the Liberals who had 
stood by him in tho party split, thb 
old Chamberlain Liberals who 
went 


into the Conservative ranks a genera- 
tion ago on the tariff issue and 
the 


moderate Labor elements. 


All his home maneuverings 
have 


been directed toward the day when, 
with his personal prestige at a high 
point, he could suddenly dissolve Par- 
liament and go to the country on an 
issue which would force the moderate 
elements of all parties to 
gather 


around him. 


Such an occasion seemed 
to have, 


arisen within the last month. By the 
settlement of the Irish question, which 
had troubled the British 
far 
more 


than anyone was willing to admit and 
which had been thot insoluble, he had 
caused a great wave of enthusiasm to 
sweep over the country. Much of the 
distrust that had been his portion for
